Project story 


Specific conclusions tell story 


(Editor’s Noter This is the last in a 
series of articles on the proposed Lom­ 
poc Narrows Dam project. Previous ar­ 
ticles outlined the history of water needs 
in the county, the formation of the 
county-wide water plan and County Water 
Agency and the cooperation extended by 
Lompoc Valley in the development of 
water resources for the benefit of the 
county as a whole and the complexities 
involved in the County’s participation in 
the State Water Project. This final ar­ 
ticle deals with conclusions and rec­ 
ommendations which point to the vital 
need of the project.)

April 18, 1969, more than six years 
after it all began and after an expen­ 
diture of $452,000, the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation presented the County Water 
Agency with their final draft copy on the 
feasibility of the Lompoc Narrows Dam 
Project. 


Prior to the submission of the final 
draft copy, the Bureau had presented a 
preliminary report on the feasibility of 
the project which was disseminated to all 
interested parties for review and com­ 
ment. 


Pro and con comment was received — 
enough to fill a one-and-a-half inch book. 
Primary comment came from the County 
Water Agency and the Santa Ynez River 
Water Conservation District, the city of 
Lompoc, the Sierra Club, Lompoc Val­ 
ley Chamber of Commerce and the Lom­ 
poc Taxpayers Against the Dam. 


At the conclusion of the public hear­ 
ing on the preliminary report, Bureau 
officials accepted all pro and con com­ 
ment for inclusion in the final report. 
Revisions were made where applicable 
and the Bureau’s conclusion still re­ 
mained that the Lompoc project was a 
feasible effort with benefits outweighing 
costs. 


The Bureau minces no words in its fin­ 
al conclusions. They are: 
1. The ground water basins in the 
Lompoc area are in an overall state of 
overdraft. 


2. There is an urgent need to develop 
a supplemental municipal and industrial 
water supply for the city of Lompoc, 
Vandenberg Air Force Base and the 
communities of Vandenberg Village and 
Mission Hills. 
3. Benefits derived from a supple­ 
mental municipal and industrial watei 
supply to Vandenberg Air Force Base 
attain a level of national significance 
by virtue of the involvement of Vanden­ 
berg Air Force Base with space explora­ 
tion programs. 


4. Substantial benefits could be de­ 
rived from recreational development, 
flood control and fishery enhancement. 
5. The plan as proposed is feasible 
from an engineering standpoint. 
6. The project is economically justi­ 


fied and financially feasible, and should 
be constructed at the earliest practica­ 
ble date to help meet the critical water 
needs of the area. 
7. In order to sustain economic growth 
in the area it will be necessary to de­ 
velop a supplemental supply in addition 
to that which can be developed by the 
Lompoc Project. 


Robert G. Pafford, regional director 
of the Bureau of Reclamation, concurs 
in the findings of his staff by stating 
“ that in view of the urgent need for 
additional water supplies the earliest 
practicable authorization and appropria­ 
tion for initiation of project construction 
be sought.” 


Tuesday, the County Water Agency, 
made up of the members of the board 
of supervisors, face the decision to con­ 
cur with the findings of the Bureau of 
Reclamation -findings which they sought 
more than six years ago. 
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Astronauts inside "Snoopy"; 
most dangerous mission

SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI) - 
Astronauts Thomas P. Stafford and Eu­ 
gene A Cernan crawled into their Apol­ 
lo 10 lunar landing craft today to swoop 
within 10 miles of the moon. It was the 
most danergous operation ever attempted 
in space. 
On its success hung American hopes of 
iwo /vpuiio 11 astronauts on the 
lunar surface July 20. 
Stafford, Cernan and John W. Young 
awoke early for the fifth day of their 
eight-day flight and set to work for 
the 3:15 p.m. EDT maneuver. Ground 
controllers piped up the strains of “ The 
Best Is Yet To Come.” 
While Young and the “ Charlie Brown” 
mothership circled the moon in a higher 
orbit, Stafford and Cernan were to de­ 
scend in the “ Snoopy” lunar lander to 
within 50,000 feet of a desolate area 
of the moon’s Sea of Tranquility. That’s 
the point at which Apollo 11 will start 
its final approach to a lunar landing. 
“ We’re running about 35 to 45 minutes 
ahead of time,” spacecraft commander 
Stafford said. 
Cernan first went through the tunnel 
which connected “ Charlie Brown” with 
“ Snoopy” at 11:21 a.m. EDT. Then he 
returned to the command ship to put on

nominates 
chief justice 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-W arren E. Bur­ 
ger, an Eisenhower appointee to the U.S. 
Court of Appeals and a strong advocate 
of “ law and order,” has been nominat­ 
ed by President Nixon as the 15th chief 
justice of the United States. 
Burger, 61, was born and raised in St. 
Paul, Minn., and practiced law there 
most of his life. President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower appointed him in 1956 a judge 
for the District of Columbia circuit. 
Subject to Senate confirmation — he 
is sure to undergo close scrutiny —Bur­ 
ger will succeed retiring Chief Justice 
Earl Warren, 68. Both men came to 
Washington in 1953, the first year of the 
Eisenhower administration — Warren as 
chief justice and Burger, who had been 
active in Republican politics, as an as­ 
sistant attorney general. 
It was expected Burger would pur­ 
sue a more conservative interpretation of 
the law than that followed by the Warren 
Court, which probably remolded Ameri­ 
can life more than any court since that 
of John Marshall. 
This would be especially true in mat­ 
ters involving criminal procedure. Bur­ 
ger is chairman of an American Bar As­ 
sociation special committee on the min­ 
imum standards for criminal justice. 
Both conservatives and liberals in 
the senate expressed approval of Bur­ 
ger, a farm boy who worked his 
way 
through college to become a floor mana­ 
ger at the 1952 GOP convention for anoth­ 
er Minnesota farm boy, Harold E. Stas- 
sen. Later Burger switched to Eisen­ 
hower. 
Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex., said Bur­ 
ger represents “ fulfillment of President 
Nixon's campaign pledge to appoint a 
man with a reputation as a hardliner 
on criminals. 


his spacesuit, while Stafford crawled into 
the lander. 
Cernan rejoined him in “ Snoopy” just 
before noon EDT, as the spacecraft 
passed into the night side of the moon 
on its 11th revolution. 
“ Instant sunset,” Young remarked. 
Stafford and Cernan will make their 
lowest approach to the moon late today 
near locations they have named “ Lone­ 
some Mesa” and “ Bear Mountain.” 
The prime Apollo 11 landing site is 
about 180 miles beyond on the moon’s 
craggy surface. 
The astronauts planned another live 
telecast in late afternoon, to show the 
lunar lander orbiting in formation with 
the mother ship. 
The first of their live color tele­ 
casts from the moon came Wednesday 
night a few hours after they dropped into 
lunar orbit with pinpoint precision, '’’he 
astronauts found the moon grey-brown in 
color and “ fantastic” in appearance. 
Today was the fifth day of their eight- 
day mission to check the four-legged 
lunar landing craft and scout landing 
sites. 
Cernan and Stafford planned to look 
closely at the planned landing area for 
Apollo 11 — a flat space on the north­ 
western edge of the moon’s Sea of Tran­ 
quility. 
They said Wednesday night it looked 
“ a little bit rugged.” But scientist- 
astronaut Jack Schmitt said at Mission 
Control the sun was at a low angle on 
the lunar terrain at the time and had 
probably exaggerated the peaks. 
The astronauts’ dazzling scenes of the 
moon in full color kept the worldwide 
television ratings up for one of the 
video events of the century. Hundreds 
of millions of persons watched their 
transmissions of the earth from space, 
the interior of the spacecraft, and the 
grey and brown surface of the moon. 
The Russians called Apollo 10 enter­ 
tainment for the decadent ruling class­ 
es. 
“ The end of the 60’s of this century 
prepared a new kind of entertainment 
for the American high society — the 
launching of rockets to the moon and sub­ 
sequent pleasures,” 
the Soviet news 
agency Novosty said. But Novosty also 
said Russians shared “ the pride which 
the Americans feel for their astronauts.” 
In Earth, Tex. — population 1,104 — 
there was not much interest inthemoon. 
Alvin Pittman summed it up for Earth- 
men: “ Danged if I think there’s anything 
up there.”

Supervisors, base officials 
to meet on coast development

The Board of Supervisors is scheduled 
to meet with Vandenberg Air Force Base 
officials Thursday, May 29, at the mis­ 
sile base, relative to Air Force plans 
in the future which are expected to 
affect county areas south of the base 
in the Pt. Conception area. 


Expected to sit in with the county 
officials at the meeting are large land­ 
owners in the Pt. Conception area, in­ 
cluding representatives of the Macco 
Development Corp. and Bixby Ranch. 


Macco officials are seeking a change 
in the county master plan to allow 
mass-development of the former Holl­ 
ister Ranch property in the area west 
of Goleta and east of Pt. Conception. The 
proposed large-scale development plan 
has attracted the interest of adjacent 
landowners in the area 
and the Air 
Force as well. 


Air Force spokesman 
recently in­ 
timated that the military might require 
additional areas south of the base to be 
labeled as evacuation areas during firing 
of certain missiles. If this happened, a 
portion of the Macco property might be 
involved, along with other properties. 


The County Planning Commission has 
delayed action of the delivery of reports 


which would indicate whether or not the 
big ranch property would be able to sup­ 
port large, scale residential and com­ 
mercial development. 


Deadline to file for 
tax break is Friday 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)— California 
homeowners must file a claim with the 
county assessor’s office by 5p.m. Friday 
if they hope to get $70 off their property 
tax bill this year and a $70 refund on last 
year’s taxes. 


Early in April, the State Board of 
Equalization revealed that many eligible 
homeowners had 
not yet claimed the 
rebate even though they owned their home 
on the March 1, 1968, lien date. 


The April 15 filing deadline was ex­ 
tended to May 23 so that taxpayers 
burdened with federal and state income 
tax filing could still take advantage of 
the property tax aid. 


Those who owned 
their 
principal 
dwelling on March 1 of this year are 
entitled, in most cases, to a $750 assess­ 
ed value exemption on their 1969 prop­ 
erty taxes, which the board estimates 
is worth about $70 off the homeowner's 
tax bill.

A large additional force tor the sher­ 
iff’s department, plus mounting welfare 
needs, could be the major factors in 
another 20*cent hike this year in the 
county tax rate— unless county super­ 
visors step in with several economy 
measures which could curtail many ser­ 
vices felt necessary. 
That is the way the proposed 1968- 
69 budget to be placed before county 
supervisors on Monday looked today as 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. John­ 
son’s task force continued to chop away 
at budget requests. 
Last year the county rate was upped 
from $1.12 to $1.32 and privately today 
supervisors were saying they will take 
extreme methods, if necessary, to pre­ 
vent a repetition of this increase. 
The elective officials got the message 
last year from irate taxpayers whose 
assessments went up along with the 
higher tax rate- and it’s likely they will 
slash wherever they can to offset theap- 
parently needed heavy expenditures in 
the law enforcement and welfare fields. 
Budget figures released from the au­ 
ditor’s office six days before even the 
supervisors are due to receive them 
officially showed that a $52.9 million 
budget will be presented. 


The sheriffs department budget as 
recommended 
will show 
a 
boost 
of 
$586,009 
to a total of $3,057,287 
mainly because more than 30 personnel 
are slated to be added to beef up jail 
security forces and investigative div­ 
isions. 


Lack of offsetting revenues in the 
sheriffs office would mean the big 
increase proposed-if allowed*would have 
to come 
from tax funds. This could 
amount to about nine cents on the tax 
rate. 


Biggest gross increase recommended 
is in welfare where the budget is pro­ 
posed to be upped $4.7 million to a 
skyrocketing new total of $17.4 mil­ 
lion. However, much of the increase 
is met by state and federal subven­ 
tions. 


Supervisors have little control over 
the welfare budget, except for the gen­ 
eral relief account which is met by 
county tax funds. 
Residency require­ 
ments of one year have been voided 
by the Supreme Court, and other lib­ 
eralized programs account for much 
of the giant boost. 
It was revealed that Sheriff James 


Webster had asked for more men than 
is being recommended. The added man­ 
power need was stressed by the Grand 
Jury and State Attorney General’s of­ 
fice which conducted a two pronged probe 
of the sheriffs office last year as a 
result of troubles in the jail and honor 
farm 
A new multi-million dollar jail 
in Goleta Valley to be opened next 
spring will also require more man­ 
power. 


The gross increase in the proposed 
new budget would top $7 million. Ac­ 
counting for part of the boost also will 
be funding of the expanded mental health 
program, the new public defender office, 
additional positions in various depart­ 
ments, and ever-rising cost of services 
and supplies due to inflation. 


It is expected that with two rounds 
of pay increases scheduled for the com­ 
ing fiscal year, implementation of over­ 
time, and added county costs attributed 
to pensions and other benefits geared 
to higher pay, that the $20 million sal­ 
ary item will be boosted $1.5 million. 


Public budget hearings are slated 
from July 7-16 prior to adoption of the 
final budget.

City Attorney James Long- 
tin told the Record that park­ 
ways between sidewalks and 
the street are city-owned, but 
with the exception of tree prun­ 
ing, regular maintenance and 
disposal of weeds are the re­ 
sponsibilities of the property 
owner whose lot adjoins the 
sidewalk and parkway. The city 
has no law governing this pri­ 
vate maintenance of parkways 
or lots, he added, but if weeds 
are allowed to grow into a 
fire hazard, the weed abate­ 
ment program is effected. City 
crews clean up, followed by an 
assessment to the property own­ 
er for the cost.

under a special use permit

fluid bed reactor device and 
is expected to install the anti­ 
smoke equipment sometime lat­ 
er this year, it was revealed 
Wednesday by county planners. 
The County Planning Com­ 
mission at its weekly meeting

new report in accord with the 
permit. The report showed the 
company fired 950 tons in Ap­ 
ril, well below the maximum 
allowed of 1,500 tons. The com­ 
pany manufactures a concrete- 
strengthening 
substance from 
shale deposits near the plant. 
The 
permit for the anti­ 
smoke equipment is expected 
to be applied for at the Santa 
Maria office of the County Plan­ 
ning Department.

The Air Force this week for­ 
mally dedicated the newest and 
biggest antenna on the entire 
Western Test Range— u sec­ 
tion of real estate that stretches 
almost 
halfway 
around 
the 
world. 
The 80-foot "dish” is located 
cm Pillar 
Point— a high and 
windy hill on the northern tip 
of Half Moon Bay some. 15 
miles south of San Francisco. 
The Federal Electric Corp. 
will maintain and operate the 
new radar in addition to all the 
technical facilities located on 
the Western Test Range. 


Pillar Point was first used 
as an Instrumentation site by 
the Navy beginning in 1959 in 
support of the Regulas II pro­ 
gram. A radar building was 
constructed, but the site was 
Inactivated when the program 
was cancelled. It was reactivat­ 
ed, in 1962 as part of the Navy’s 
Pacific Missile Range. 
When tl»e Navy’s PMR res­ 
ponsibilities were turned over 
to the Air Force Western Test 
Range in early 1965, the Air 
Force gained control of the val­ 
uable instrumentation site at 
Pillar Point.

A FW TR’s most northern land- 
based instrumentation site and 
is very important in the track­ 
ing of missiles launched from 
Vandenberg Air Force 
Base 
The Pillar Point site gives en­ 
gineers a side angle look at 
the missile aft it streaks down 
the Western Test Range. This 
eliminates a problem known as 


“ flame attenuation” in which 
the exhaust from the missile 
makes tracking from Vanden­ 
berg sites difficult, officials 
explained.

Tough sign 
ordinance 
delayed 


The County Planning Com­ 
mission voted Wednesday to 
delay 
action on a proposed 
“ tough” new sign ordinance 
until agreement can be reach­ 
ed whether a special freeway 
sign district should be set up 
with larger, but fewer, signs. 
“ It’s a much, much tougher 
sign ordinance than the present 
one,” delcared Planning Direct­ 
or Herbert Divelbiss.

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Television in Review

HOLLYWOOD (U PIH f you 
had to 
single out one new 
television series that seems a 
sure-fire ratings failure next 
season—no matter how good it 
is—it would have to be ABC’s 
“ Love-American Style.” 
And yet one can only praise 
ABC for trying to bring some 
long-missing and long-needed 
romantic stories to the home 
screen, 
and 
hope 
that 
the 
network can triumph over the 
very heavy odds against the 
series. 
To 
begin 
with, 
“ Love— 
American Style,” which will be 
a collection of unrelated roman­ 
tic tales focusing on the young, 
will 
be 
up 
against 
two 
formidable series: the Carol 
Burnett Show and the Monday 
night movies. 
Furthermore, since the sto­ 
ries of the hourlong, weekly 
“ Love-American 
Style” are 
unrelated, 
that 
means 
the 
series will be, in effect, an 
anthology. And an anthology is 
usually considered a dead-letter 
item on the networks nowadays 
because 
it 
has few or no 
running 
characters 
for 
the 
audience to identify with on a 
steady basis. 
The only shows to do well on 
television without running cha­ 
racters in recent years have 
been the various movie reruns 
—but chiefly because they have 
the name value, stars, high 
production gloss and glamor 
that video cannot match. 


So, in effect, the movies have 
become 
the 
anthologies 
of 
television, 
killing 
off most 
original series attempts of this 
kind by the networks. 
The virtual death of original 
anthologies 
on 
television is 
really an unfortunate fact of 
life, because some of the best 
video programs 
in memory 
appeared on excellent series of 
this 
kind 
that just didn’t last 


There was a time, of course 
when anthologies 
hosted by 
Dick Powell and Bob Hope—as 
well as the Du Pont “ Show of 
the Week”—gave network tele­ 
vision some good small dramas, 
at least original. But that was 
before the overwhelming influx 
of movies—which may not be 
as generally 
popular as in 
previous seasons, but which are 
still formidable entries. 
ABC-TV, 
in fact, is also 
trying a sort of cross between 
an anthology and the movies 
next season in another series. 
This one is called‘‘Movie of the 
Week,” and will offer 90-minute 
originals made especially for 
television. 


And it will be interesting to 
see how this series makes out 
as well, for not only is it 
opposite such tough foes as Red 
Skelton and “ Julia,” but also 
the established Tuesday night 
movies. 
In 
short, television 
movies—which cannot 
be as 
highly-financed as most major 
films—will be going up against 
genuine motion pictures.

And today, the original herd 
of 18 underfed cows has grown 
to more than 790,000 well-fed 
animals grazing throughout the 
state. 
Father Junipero Serra, the 
Spanish priest who founded the 
first mission in California, is 
the 
person 
credited 
with 
introducing dairy cattle into the 
state. 
Soon after he established the 
mission at San Diego de Alcala, 
he discovered the poverty of 
the local Indians, known as 
“diggers” because they dug for 
their food. So he imported the 
18 cows from Sonora, Mexico, 
to provide milk and cheese for 
the Indians and settlers. 
As other priests and settlers 
moved up the California coast 
along El Camino Real they took 
dairy herds with them. Just 2!> 
years 
after 
the 
first cows 
entered Californian territory, a 
herd of 30,000 thrived at the 
San Gabriel Mission alone. 
As the Spanish moved up the 
coast, 
the 
Russians 
moved 
south from Alaska. They too 
brought cows. In 1812, Russians 
built Fort Ross near Bodega 
Bay, where for the first time in 
California dairy farming be­ 
came a commercial venture. 
According to the 
California 
Diary 
Industry 
Association, 
thousands of pounds of butter 
were exported from Fort Ross 
to the Russian colony at Sitka, 
Alaska. 
The California 
goldrush 
brought thousands of persons to 
the state, and some brought 
with them the dairy techniques 
of their homelands—Denmark, 
The Netherlands, Switzerland 
and Portugal among others. 
The goldrush produced large 
cities and dairying became a 
large 
business in California 
supplying 
miners and their 
families with food they them­ 
selves did not have the time to 
produce. 


During 
the 
same 
period, 
individual areas began produc­ 
ing products that were unique 
and 
known 
only 
in 
the 
immediate vicinity. In Monter­ 
ey County, farmers produced a 
cheese using the same process 
passed down over the years 
from the first Spanish settlers. 
Not until a family 
named 
Jack decided to market 
the 
cheese was the product heard 
of anywhere else. 
Now 
it’s 
known throughout much of the 
world as Monterey Jack cheese.

Why do perhaps 300,000 peo­ 
ple pay as much as $35 a tick­ 
et to watch cars race for 500 
miles? 
Why do they jam thea­ 
ters for closed - circuit tele­ 
casts? 
There are, of course, any 
number of historical and psy­ 
chological explanations. Some 
accredited experts like to sug­ 


gest the Basic Morbidity Prin­ 
ciple (people like to watch oth­ 
er people kill themselves). But 
no thoughtful person who has 
ever really seen the race gives 
BMP much credence. 


Then there is the Vicarious 
Identification Theory (man in 
stands sees himself as man in 
racing car) and this has some 
possibilities. And the Fine Old 
Tradition Hypothesis (58 years 
of Indy racing is akin to moth­ 
erhood, the flag and apple pie) 
is not without a certain accep­ 
tance. 


Not much of this has to do 
with motor racing, perhaps be­ 
cause Indy had never been much 
of a test in the last 20 years.

Australian

Brabham 
changed all this in 1961 when, 
wonder of wonders, he brought 
to Indy an oddball rear-engin- 
ed British car called a “ Coop* 
er-Climax. The other 32 cars 
carried the same old Offenhaus- 
er engine in the front, the way 
it had been done for more than 
a decade. 
Well, Brabham finished a re­ 
spectable ninth and, although 
the Indy boys didn’t know it, 
effectively ended the domination 
of the Offy and remade the 500. 
Four years later Jimmy Clark 
won in a Lotus - Ford and the 
revolution was complete. 
Technology had returned to 
Indy. The Offys are back with a 
vengeance, but equipped with 
turbochargers and almost com­ 
pletely re-engineered. Brabham 
is back with his own engine, 
there are a clutch of turbo­ 
charged Fords, a couple of Che- 
vys, Plymouths and something 
called a Navarro-Potter. 
The cars to watch are the 
ones that look like wedges. 
They were introduced last year 
by Lotus designer Colin Chap­ 
man and are all over the place. 
Only one front - engined car 
has been entered, an Offy. 
Scuttlebutt in the pits and ga­ 
rages has it that engines and 
tires are, finally, well-matched. 
Properly prepared cars should 
last the distance, all things be­ 
ing equal (which, in racing, they 
never are). 
The race this year should 
be the fastest ever. Mario An­ 
dretti is turning 171 m.p.h. laps 
without 
straining. 
Although 
Ford is having some difficulty 
with its engines (five have been 
replaced), 
The crews believe 
they will be sorted out by race 
day. Neither Goodyear nor Fire­ 
stone 
have 
encountered the 
problems. 
Big unknown: Can the braking 
systems stand the pace? Nobody 
knows for sure and short prac­ 
tice runs aren’t much of a 
test. “ We’re not exactly wor­ 
ried,” says one crew chief, 
“ but we would like to know 
more about the brakes.”

For Big Pay-off on Space Dollars

WASHINGTON — (NEA )— 
Big Brother is watching Moe 
the elk. 
He's also w a t c h i n g the 
w e a t h e r , the oceans, the 
e a r t h ’s geologic formations, 
and perhaps eventually even 
polar bears and whales. 
Trouble is. nobody’s w atch­ 
ing Big Brother, the Nimbus 
III satellite which one scien­ 
tist for the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration calls a s c i e n t i f i c 
breakthrough When Nimbus 
III was orbited April 14 it 
attracted about one-tenth the 
attention of another galactic 
spectacular the sam e d a y - 
launching of the Oscars to 
the stars of Hollywood. 


In a leading Washington 
daily newspaper, announce­ 
ment of N i m b u s III was 
added almost as a footnote 
to another news story about 
selection of the first man to 
step on the moon in a flight 
some months hence.

“ Our o b j e c t i v e s are to 
bring forth techniques that 
can benefit man right now,"

for the billions being spent 
in space.” 


The pay-offs have already 
started, though John Citizen 
rarely thinks of it Ever no­ 
tice the scarcity of jokes 
about the w eatherm an these 
days? 
Weather 
data 
from 
satellites has taken much of 
the guesswork out of fore­ 
casts. 


Communications satellites 
r e l a y television programs 
across the seas, and hun­ 


dreds of long distance tele­ 
phone conversations are re­ 
layed by satellite every day. 
The r e c e n t l y launched 
Nimbus III is a prime e x a m ­ 
ple of the growing practical 
space technology, as well as 
a prim e example of public 
apathy over its accomplish­ 
ments. E q u i p p e d with a 
twin-unit nuclear generator, 
it represents the first civilian 
use of n u c l e a r energy in 
space. 


Perhaps its most signifi­ 
cant contribution is relaying 
vertical as well as horizontal 
information about the a tm o s­ 
phere. What kind of weather 
is stacked up mile by mile 
above the s u r f a c e of the 
e a r t h ? F i n d i n g out m ay 
eventually 
h e l p scientists 
provide reliable forecasts a 
week or two in advance. 


By use of electronic sen­ 
sors. Nimbus is also provid­ 
ing i n f o r m a t i o n about a 
variety 
of 
other 
subjects, 
including the m i g r a t o r y 
habits of Moe the elk, for 
conservation purposes. 


But the big pay-offs are ex­ 
pected around 1*971, with the 
orbiting of the first Earth 
Resources Technology Satel­ 
lite (ERT&L Here are just 
a few of the services it might 
have to offer: 


• Crop s u r v e y s , which 
could detect c e r t a i n crop 
diseases such as wheat rust 
before it is detected on the 
ground. 
• Geologic surveys t h a t 
would indicate oil and min­ 
eral deposits 
• Hydrological studies of 
fresh-water deposits on the 
earth 
• Surveys of areas of cri­ 
tical pollution on the earth 
• Oceanographic studies, 
even to the point of locating 
schools of fish. 


Such detections would not 
be done by photo interpreta­ 
tion. but by reading d ata r e ­ 
ceived by electronic sensors

COULEE DAM, Wash. (UPI) 
-In a long, silent tunnel 360 
feet down inside the bowels of 
Grand Coulee Dam, scientific 
instruments are being tested in 
the detection of extremely tiny 
amounts of radioactivity. In. 
directly, it could help our moon 
program. 
As Dr. James H. Kaye, senior 
scientist for Battelle-Northwest 
Laboratories, describes 
the 
experiment: 
“ It’s like being able to spot 
six particular BBs out of a 
container of birdshot as big as 
the moon.” 
In more technical term s, the 
scientists are finding as few as 
six atomic disintegrations in a 
pound of material that has a 
measurement of atoms amount­ 
ing to 10 to the 24th power. 
The reason for setting up a 
laboratory deep inside the huge 
concrete dam is that it provides 
tremendous shielding from na­ 
turally-occurring cosmic radian 
tion which would interfere with 
measurements of low levels of 
beta and gamma radiation. 
In addition to being 360 feet 
down from the top of the dam, 
the laboratory has about 200 
feet of solid concrete on its 
downstream side and about 40 
feet of concrete plus about 300 
feet of water on the upstream 
side. 
Kaye explained that there is 
nearly five times less naturally 
occurring 
radiation 
in 
the 
laboratory than there is on the 
surface. Most of the extraneous 
radioactivity down in the tunnel 
appears to be caused by traces 
of radioactive material in the 
counters themselves and in the 
metals which must be used 
around the counters. 
“ Being able to detect such 
low levels of radiation is highly 
effective in sensing and mea­ 
suring trace amounts of ra^ 
dioactivity in sample mater­ 
ials,” Kaye said. “ By detecting 
sm aller and smaller amounts of 
radioactivity, 
we 
can 
more 
accurately determine the r ^ 
dioactive composition of the 
material we are examining.

The Board of Supervisors sitting as the County Water 
Agency will have their day of decision on this important 
measure Tuesday at 2 p.m. in the County Administration 
Building in Santa Barbara. They must decide their willing­ 
ness to be the responsible contracting agency with the U.S. 
Bureau of Reclamation for the earliest practicable author­ 
izations and appropriations.

Justice to the man

On May 7, 1915, the Germans torpedo­ 
ed the Lusitania, with the loss of 1,198 
lives. She lies on her starboard side, 
her four funnels broken away under 
their own weight, 310 feet down in the 
quiet, calm waters off Old Head of 
Kinsale, Ireland, her broken body lit 
like faint moonlight by the sunshine fil­ 
tering from the surface. 
She helped create one of the most 
tragic and totally unfair moral mis- 
judgments of a man in the entire his­ 
tory of the United States. 
The man was President Woodrow W il­ 
son. 
Former President Theordore Roose­ 
velt had elected Dr. Wilson President 
in 1912 by splitting the Republican party 
with his Bull Moose party. Wilson re­ 
ceived 6.3 million votes; incumbent Pres­ 
ident William Howard Taft polled 
3.5 
million and Roosevelt 4.2 million in the 
split. 
Berlin kept President Wilson talking in 
order to keep him neutral. The war was 
going 
marvelously 
for 
the 
German 
Kaiser. 
The ghastly British losses on the 
Somme in 1916 included 60,000 casualt­ 
ies there in a single day. Over a million 
Allied losses in the five-month Somme 
battle were for nothing. The German Hin- 
denberg Line of defenses was still un­ 
breached. 
The French had been drained white 
at Verdun. More than 250,000 men were 
killed there and 300,000 wounded in an 
area the size of New York City’s Cen­ 
tral Park. It was the bloodiest battle 
of all time. 
Russian Gen. Aleksei Brusilov’s spec­ 
tacular offensive on the Eastern front 
in 1916, “ the greatest Russian victory 
of the war,” had spent itself by Sep­ 
tember. The Russians fought and died 
in the Tennenberg swamps with futile 
courage. Before long the Bolsheviks 
were to choose Russia’s darkest mom­ 
ent for their attack inside Russia and 
make a separate peace with Germany. 
Lenin was in the pay of the Germans. 
As early as 
1905 
he was publishing a 


clandestine newspaper in Switzerland 
and his Communist colleague, Ossip 
Paitnitsky, whom he later murdered, was 
smuggling it into Russia. 
The Germans brought Lenin out of 
Zurich, traveled him across Germany 
in a sealed train, and put him back into 
Russia for the purpose of his revolution. 
Combined with this catastrophe to the 
Allies, the Allied front was to crumble 
in Italy under German-Austrian attack. 
The Italians had gone to war against 
Germany only that August. But they 
had been bitterly fighting the Austrians 
since early 1915. 
Now 
the 
German-Austrian 
forces 
assaulted 
Codorna, 
fanned 
out 
and 
suddenly crushed the huge Italian sal­ 
ient at this apex. 
The Communist Fifth Column in Italy 
cooperated with the invaders. Italian 
losses reached the appalling total of 
750,000 men. 
Both England and France were short 
of recruits to make up the loss. In fact, 
their immense losses forced them to 
eliminate, by consolidation, 40 divisions 
in order to 
increase their remaining 
divisions to battle strength. 
The twin blows of the Communist 
separate peace with Germany and the 
Italian collapse were to cost our country 
dearly. Replacements could come only 
from the United States. Originally Pres­ 
ident Wilson asked for a draft of 500, 
000 men. A new draft of two million 
more Americans had to be called. 


President Wilson read aloud to his 
wife from the Bible every night during 
the war. Repeatedly he turned to II 
Corinthians, Chapter 4, Verses 8-9: 
“ We are troubled on every side, yet 
not distressed; we are perplexed, but 
not 
in despair; 
persecuted, 
but not» 
forsaken; cast down but not destroyed.” 
But the President had been re-elected 
largely on the appeal: “ He kept us out 
of war.” 
The memory of Woodrow Wilson suf­ 
fers grievously to this day by the en­ 
crusted 
charge 
that he was oppor­ 
tunistic. 
He 
was 
not a simple, un 
complicated man but nothing could be 
a more false reading of his character. 
Ail White House and State Department 


documents clearly prove the opposite. 
Indisputably, they show that Woodrow 
Wilson did believe he could keep this 
country out of the war. All records 
prove that it did not seem conceivable 
to him that the Kaiser’s government, 
with the sinking of the Lusitania, Ger­ 
man Foreign Secretary Zimmerman’s 
note involving Germany in a Mexican 
plot on our border, etc., would persist 


in 
being 
so 
incredibly 
stupid as to 
force us in.Or read President Wilson's 
poignant, heartbreaking masterpiece at 
the American Army graveyard at Sur- 
esnes, France, May 30, 1919, and let 
justice be done to the record and to 
the man.

Classic denial 


Last week I devoted this space to a 
discussion on the blueprint for anarchy 
which the Students for Democratic So­ 
ciety follow in creating strife and total 
unrest on some of the campuses around 
our country. 
The 
conclusions 
which 
the 
speaker 
about whom I was 
writing came to with 
respect to the SDS 
were that this organ­ 
ization 
is anything 
b u t “ democratic.” 
Their actions belie 
the name under which 
they do business. 
Not all university 
or college administrators have been 
faced with the dilemmaof whether to rec­ 
ognize an SDS chapter on their cam­ 
puses, but most of those who have seem 
to have permitted their existence. A few 
college presidents have, without com­ 
punction, refused to allow the organi­ 
zation any proper place on campus. 
One in particular has come up with 
what I think is a classic denial. He is 
Ernest Wilkinson, president of Brigham 
Young University, located in Provo, 
Utah. 
Now, BYU is the center of the Mor­ 
mon educational system, and ever since 
its existence has maintained a code of 
conduct for students that is rather strin­ 
gent, and the violation of which results 
in expulsion from the university. 
During the tenure of Wilkinson, over 


the past 20 years or so, the code of 
conduct has been enforced with vigor. 
Admission standards have been raised 
also, and students are informed when 
they enroll that the purpose of the uni­ 
versity is to provide a sound education 
to students consistent with the teachings 
and doctrines of the Mormon Church. 
This might sound to some as though 
the controls are too tight, but the Mor­ 
mon Church pours millions of dollars in 
financial aid into the school, and the 
authorities of the church believe they 
have an obligation to see that the money 
is well spent. 
But back to the original point of W il­ 
kinson’s denial of a request that a chap­ 
ter of the SDS be established onthe cam­ 
pus. 
It happened several weeks ago. A group 
of about a dozen students approached the 
university president with their request. 
They explained to Wilkinson that they 
were organizing a chapter of SDS and 
desired the university’s recognition. 
Wilkinson in turn explained to them 
that in his opinion the SDS was an an­ 
archist organization, intent upon destroy­ 
ing all the principles of freedom and 
liberty upon which this country of ours 
was founded, by any and all means pos­ 
sible. 
Following his short dissertationonthe 
evils of SDS, he then looked the stu­ 
dents 
straight 
in the eye and said, 
“ There is nothing in my contract with 
the Brigham Young University which says 
I have to be stupid. Request denied.” 


International scene by Ray Cromley 
Draft reform 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
There's more than meets the eye in 
President Nixon’s proposals for reform 
of the draft. 
As a by-product, the revision could 
eventually 
“ partially 
puncture” the 
small but militant “ anti” college cam­ 
pus-type undergrounds growing within 
the Army. 
There may be less 
impetus for the pub­ 
lication 
of 
under­ 
ground Army news­ 
papers or for the or­ 
ganization 
of dem­ 
onstrations. 
These changes, fer­ 
vently wished for in 
the Pentagon, would 
logically result from 
the changed composition of the draft. 
Assuming Congress passes the Nixon 
revision this year without major altera­ 
tion: 
—The chances of being drafted at all 
will be 
reduced 
for men aged 19 to 
25 in 1969 who are not already in m ili­ 
tary service. 
—The proportion of college graduates 
drafted will be reduced markedly from 
today’s rapidly increasing rates. 
- If the law is passed this summer, 
this reduction could be especially mark­ 
ed in the 1969 graduating classes. 
—These shifts thus would cut heavily 
into the present “ generation” of draf­ 
tees, numbers of whom have been in­ 
fluenced by the 1968-69 college dem­ 
onstrations. 


The currently increasing numbers of 
drafted college graduates are a special 
problem. Their numbers are becoming 
so great the Army, Navy, A ir Force 
and Marines are unable to find them chal­ 
lenging jobs. 
Discontent grows when graduates in 
business 
become 
file clerks and phy­ 
sics graduates are assigned to the motor 
pool. 
College graduates frequently are put on 
special lists. Efforts are made to place 
these men where their education can be 
used. But there aren’t enough slots suit­ 
able for college men. 
This discontent with their work adds 
recruits to the “ anti” movement. 
Numbers of college men have their 
minds made up before they come into 
service. They resent the interruption 
of their careers and the difficulties 
military service puts in the way of their 
getting married and starting a family. 
Many aren’t suited to m ilitary life. 
Experience with 19-year-olds is that 
they’re more eager, don’t have as many 
strong “ anti” preconceptions. They tend 
to fit in after an initial period of ad­ 
justment. 
Of course, m ilitary men can be wrong 
in their expectations. The major experi­ 
ence they’ve had with 19-year-olds in 
recent years has been with volunteers. 
All this doesn’t mean things won’t get 
worse for the Army before they get 
better. It will take time for the present 
contingent of college graduates and oth­ 
er “ oldsters” to complete their required 
duty and be cycled out.
